To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Walpole  qualified  to 
vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  in 
said  town  on  Tuesday,  the  13th  day  of  March  next,  1945,  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  sub- 
jects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman 
for  three  years,  Auditors,  Town  Treasurer,  Road  Agent, 
Collectors  of  Taxes,  Trustees  of  Public  Funds,  Surveyors  of 
Wood  and  Lumber,  Fence  Viewers,  and  all  other  necessary 
officers. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  the  town 
poor,  for  town  library,  for  cemeteries,  to  build  and  repair 
highways  and  bridges,  and  for  such  other  current  expenses 
as  may  accrue. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  its 
selectmen  to  raise  money  on  notes  of  the  town  for  current 
expenses,  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  dis- 
count on  taxes. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $891.27  for  Class  V  roads,  the  State  to  contribute 
$3,565.09. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $360  to  the  Monadnock  Region  Association. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $400  for  eradicating  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 


Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  select- 
men to  administer  and  dispose  of  and  deed  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  town  by  tax  collectors'  deeds. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  such 
funds  as  have  been  left  it  during  the  past  year. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  support  United 
States  membership  in  a  general  system  of  international 
cooperation,  such  as  that  proposed  at  the  Dumbarton  Oaks 
Conference,  having  police  power  to  maintain  the  peace  of 
the  world. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $500  for  the  improvement  and  upkeep  of  a  play- 
ground on  land  of  Mr.  Leighton  G.  Bridge,  back  of  the  Epis- 
copal church  in  Walpole  Village. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $3,000 
to  buy  the  Andrew  Griffin  land  to  enlarge  the  cemetery. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  improve  the 
road  leading  to  the  Arthur  Jennison  cottage. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  establishing  of  a  surplus  fund  for 
building  a  school  house. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  a  muni- 
cipal audit. 

Art.  16.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  TOWN  LIBRARY 


The  death  of  Mrs.  Clifford  Bellows  has  deprived  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  one  of  its  most  respected  members. 
Her  loss  is  keenly  felt  by  the  committee  and  we  pay  tribute 
to  her  many  years  of  faithful  service. 

The  committee  gratefully  acknowledges  the  gift  of 
about  a  hundred  books  from  the  estate  of  Mollie  Bellows 
Quincy  and  given  by  David  Howland  in  her  memory.  The 
antlers  of  a  deer  and  an  elk  have  been  added  to  the  Natural 
History  Exhibit  already  in  the  "stack  room"  and  the  col- 
lection also  contained  a  sword  carried  by  Judge  Josiah 
Bellows  when  he  was  on  the  governor's  council  and  this 
has  been  placed  under  his  picture  in  the  reading  room. 

An  exhibit  of  books  for  young  people  was  received  from 
the  Public  Library  Commission  in  January.  The  librarian 
reports  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  reading  of  the  young 
people  and  a  commendable  improvement  in  their  choice  of 
literature.  Their  preference  is  for  books  of  the  war,  particu- 
larly those  dealing  with  personal  exploits. 

The  librarian  and  the  committee  would  appreciate  a 
greater  cooperation  from  the  younger  children  and  their 
parents  in  their  care  of  the  library  and  the  maintenance 
of  quiet  and  order. 

The  weekly  story  hour  is  being  continued  every  Thurs- 
day afternoon  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  George  Harris. 

The  circulation  of  books  for  the  year  was  7,667,  of  this 
number  1,330,  were  non-fiction.  The  magazine  circulation 
was  571.  We  bought  for  the  Bridge  Memorial  Library  and 
the  North  Walpole  Branch  236  books  and  we  borrowed 
from  the  State  Library  slightly  more  than  200.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Walpole: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  superintendent 
of  Schools: 

ORGANIZATION  AND  ENROLLMENT 

The  following  changes  were  made  on  the  teaching 
staff: 

Christyne  Mitton,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers 
College,  was  elected  to  teach  the  courses  in  mathematics 
and  general  science  in  Walpole  High  School. 
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Barbara  Warren  and  Kathleen  Farnum,  both  of  Keene 
Teachers  College,  were  appointed  to  fill  vacancies  in 
Grades  1-2  and  3-4  respectively. 

Margaret  Tole,  a  graduate  of  the  elementary  curricu- 
lum of  Plymouth  Teachers  College,  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Katherine  Keefe.  Miss 
Tole  has  had  several  years  of  teaching  experience  in  the 
elementary  schools  of  the  state. 

Madeline  Merrill  is  a  graduate  of  the  teacher  training 
course  of  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music.  She  was 
employed  to  teach  and  supervise  the  instruction  in  music 
in  all  the  schools  of  the  district. 

Mrs.  Ruth  Kimball,  teacher  of  home  economics  at 
Walpole  High  School,  resigned  when  schools  closed  for  the 
Christmas  vacation.  Miss  Margaret  Edgerly  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  complete  the  year  in  this  department.  Miss 
Edgerly  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  schools  of  the  supervisory  union  have  continued 
to  participate  in  the  various  war  emergency  programs.  The 
pupils  in  all  schools  are  investing  substantial  amounts  in 
war  stamps  and  bonds;  salvage  drives  have  been  conducted 
at  most  of  the  schools;  and  about  250  bags  of  milkweed  pods 
were  collected  in  the  drive  which  was  organized  for  this 
purpose. 

A  few  years  ago  a  committee  of  citizens  working  in  co- 
operation with  the  school  board,  made  a  very  thorough 
study  of  our  school  needs.  Constructive  action  on  the  rec- 
ommendations of  this  committee  was  necessarily  postponed 
when  we  became  involved  in  the  war. 

Our  village  elementary  and  high  schools  have  con- 
tinued to  operate  under  conditions  which  are  a  serious 
handicap.  Both  buildings  were  erected  during  the  early 
period  of  our  town's  history  and  undoubtedly  met  the  full 
needs  of  that  time.  They  are  now,  however,  antiquated,  and 
are  entirely  inadequate  for  the  development  of  a  modern 
educational  program. 

After  the  war  there  will  be  a  very  general  movement 
toward  centralization  of  schools  for  consolidation  into  larg- 
er and  more  complete  units.  There  will  be  a  demand  for  a 
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wider  choice  in  high  school  departmental  offerings.  Since 
the  number  of  vocational  courses  which  may  be  offered 
economically  is  proportional  to  the  enrollment,  the  trend 
will  be  toward  the  construction  of  high  schools  serving  wid- 
er areas  than  at  present. 

The  newer  elementary  schools  will  be  equipped  with 
facilities  for  the  conduct  of  all  educational  activities  ne- 
cessary for  the  social,  physical,  and  mental  development 
of  our  children. 

I  hope  that  it  may  be  possible  this  year  to  resume  the 
study  already  begun  and  that  the  Walpole  citizens  may 
look  forward  to  and  plan  for  a  modern  building  to  house 
the  elementary  and  high  schools.

Fifty-seven  pupils  from  North  Walpole  were  attending 
high  school  at  Bellows  Falls  during  the  fall  term. 

The  various  programs  of  studies  recommended  for  the 
elementary  schools  of  the  state  are  in  the  process  of  revi- 
sion. The  first  of  this  series,  Arithmetic,  has  been  complet- 
ed and  is  now  in  use  in  our  schools.  The  development  of 
this  program  has  been  a  cooperative  undertaking  combin- 
ing the  suggestions  of  the  elementary  teachers  with  the 
results  of  research  and  recommendations  of  specialists  in 
this  field  of  education.  The  result  of  this  effort  is  the  devel- 
opment of  an  outline  of  work  better  suited  to  the  maturity 
of  children  at  the  various  grade  levels. 
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The  distribution  of  operations  in  the  fundamental 
processes  is  indicated  on  a  grade  placement  chart.  Recom- 
mendations are  made  for  time  allotment  and  the  applica- 
tion of  the  fundamental  processes  to  number  experiences 
and  problem  solving. 

Suggestions  are  made  for  construction  diagnostic  tests 
in  all  grades  and  for  the  development  of  remedial  work  in 
the  four  fundamental  operations  with  integers  and  frac- 
tions. 

The  training  of  some  of  the  more  difficult  and  ab- 
stract processes  is  delayed  and  the  instruction  during  the 
initial  period  progresses  from  the  concrete  to  the  abstract 
form. 

The  program  provides  for  individual  differences  in 
abilities  of  children  and  for  the  enrichment  of  work  for 
gifted  children. 

One  section  of  the  new  program  is  devoted  to  sugges- 
tions for  using  the  common  activities  of  the  home,  school 
and  community  in  developing  number  concept  and  arith- 
metic experience. 

After  a  brief  period  of  adjustment,  this  program  will 
develop  as  standard,  thus  unifying  the  work  in  arithmetic 
in  all  of  our  schools  according  to  the  new  state  standards. 

Our  schools  continue  to  be  affected  by  war  conditions. 
The  shortage  of  teachers  grows  more  acute  in  rural  dis- 
tricts. What  teachers  are  available  seek  positions  first  in 
larger  communities  or  in  consolidated  schools  where  pay 
is  better,  where  work  is  in  single  grades  or  subjects,  and 
where  transportation  facilities  are  available.  Many  schools 
in  the  state  opened  this  year  with  substitute  teachers. 
Many  others  have  lost  teachers  during  the  school  year,  re- 
placing them  only  with  great  difficulty.  The  situation  fac- 
ing us  for  another  year  will  be  even  more  serious. 

HEALTH 

Health  inspection  showed  the  following  defects: 

392  pupils  were  inspected. 

19  pupils  showed  defective  vision — uncorrected. 
255  pupils  were  in  need  of  dental  care. 
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3  pupils  were  un vaccinated — without  proper  excuse. 
22  pupils  were  advised  to  have  throat  and  nose  ex- 
amination by  a  physician. 

47     pupils  were  underweight. 

Dental  clinics  were  held  February  14, 1944  to  March  21, 
1944.  Work  done  as  follows:

Hearing  tests  were  given  to  all  new  and  third  grade 
pupils,  four  pupils  were  found  to  have  defective  hearing.

,  The  number  of  tardinesses  listed  above  does  not  in- 
clude instances  of  tardiness  due  to  late  school  busses.  How- 
ever, state  regulations  require  that  cases  of  tardiness  due 
to  delayed  school  busses  must  be  marked  in  the  school  reg- 
ister and  included  in  all  attendance  reports  to  the  state 
department.  It  should  also  be  noted  that,  under  this  regu- 
lation, all  tardinesses  due  to  delayed  busses  or  otherwise 
are  recorded  against  the  permanent  attendance  record  of 
the  pupils  affected. 

MUSIC 
All  of  the  pupils  in  the  elementary  and  most  of  the  high 
school  pupils  are  receiving  the  benefits  of  special  instruc- 
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tion  in  music.  The  music  teacher  visits  each  school  during 
the  week  to  teach  and  to  outline  a  music  program  for  the 
school.  The  aim  of  the  special  instruction  in  music  is  to 
improve  vocal  quality,  song  repertoire,  rhythmic  recogni- 
tion and  activity,  feeling  for  mood,  appreciation  of  vocal 
and  instrumental  music,  interest  in  the  history  of  music 
as  well  as  the  lives  and  works  of  famous  composers,  read- 
ing ability,  and  theoretical  knowledge — all  of  which  may 
be  attained  through  the  medium  of  ear  training,  written 
work,  rhythmic  activity,  and  singing. 

The  high  school  orchestra,  band  and  glee  club  have 
made  public  appearances  during  the  year. 

An  operetta  was  presented  by  the  pupils  of  the  inter- 
mediate grades  at  North  Walpole. 

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  following  repairs  and  improvements  were  made 
at  the  schools  during  the  year: 

Drewsville  School: 

The  plaster  walls  and  ceiling  in  the  class  room  were 
painted.  The  swing  standards  and  boys'  toilets  were  also 
painted. 

North  Walpole  Schools: 

Two  coats  of  trim  paint  were  applied  to  the  exterior 
of  the  Kilburn  building.  The  windows  and  storm  windows 
were  drawn  and  puttied.  The  new  entrance  to  the  Kilburn 
building  was  painted  and  varnished.  The  boys'  toilet  was 
painted.  The  screens  and  flag  pole  were  painted. 

Walpole  Village  Schools: 

The  boiler  in  the  primary  building  was  repaired  and 
covered  with  asbestos.  Repairs  were  made  on  the  slate  roofs 
of  all  the  buildings.  All  desk  tops  were  varnished.  The  toi- 
lets in  the  grade  building  were  painted. 

Number  14  School: 

The  plaster  walls  and  ceiling  in  the  class  room  were 
painted.  The  curtains  were  repaired.  The  teeter  boards  and 
swing  standard  were  painted.  The  glass  in  several  of  the 
windows  was  reset.  Several  damaged  trees  were  removed 
from  the  playground. 
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I  wish  to  express  appreciation  for  the  support  and 
cooperation  which  I  have  received  during  the  year  from 
members  of  the  School  Board,  headmasters,  teachers,  pa- 
rents, and  pupils.

Our  percent  of  attendance  is  fairly  high,  keeping  in 
line  with  the  records  made  in  other  years.  The  tardiness 
record  shows  an  increase  over  last  year.  In  order  to  remedy 
this  I  again  appeal  to  the  parents  to  cooperate  with  the 
school  in  seeing  that  their  children  leave  home  in  time  to 
get  to  school  before  the  last  bell  rings. 
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SCHOLARSHIP 

This  year  intelligence  tests  were  given  to  grade  three 
so  as  to  get  the  intelligence  quotient  of  all  the  pupils  enter- 
ing the  grade  for  purposes  of  classification  and  guidance, 
and  also  to  keep  the  records  of  the  school  complete. 

The  Testing  Program  in  the  fundamentals  was  car- 
ried out  as  outlined  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
the  necessary  remedial  work  to  correct  the  deficiencies 
shown  was  planned.  Subsequent  tests  showed  that  an  im- 
provement had  been  made  by  most  of  the  pupils. 

Teachers'  meetings  are  held  at  least  once  a  month 
with  a  different  teacher  acting  as  chairman  at  each  meet- 
ing. Topics  as  "The  Unit  Plan  in  Teaching",  and  "Stand- 
ards for  Elementary  Schools"  have  been  discussed.  I  and  the 
teachers  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Leonard,  art 
teacher,  from  Bellows  Falls  for  giving  us  an  excellent  lec- 
ture on  the  subject  of  "Art  in  the  Elementary  Schools",  at 
one  of  our  meetings. 

Our  Science  and  Health  Programs  are  still  undergoing 
changes  and  I  expect  to  have  all  changes  contemplated  in 
these  subjects  completed  within  the  next  year. 

I  again  wish  to  thank  "The  Greene  Box  Company" 
for  the  lumber  and  nails  furnished  us.  Through  their  kind 
cooperation  we  have  been  able  to  continue  our  course  in 
manual  arts  for  the  boys. 

An  exhibit  of  the  work  done  by  the  boys  and  girls  in 
the  Interest  Period  and  in  their  school  work  was  held  late 
in  May.  It  was  gratifying  to  see  so  many  of  the  townspeople 
present  at  the  exhibit.  It  is  hoped  that  more  people  will 
visit  the  school  and  see  the  system  in  operation.  Your  visit 
will  prove  a  source  of  encouragement  to  the  pupils  and 
will  provide  a  chance  to  interview  the  teachers  concerning 
any  problem  which  you  might  have.  Another  exhibit  will 
be  held  this  year  sometime  in  May. 

ORGANIZATION 

Our  assembly  programs  held  Friday  afternoons  have 
been  held  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mulcahy.  The  aims 
of  these  assemblies  have  been  to  give  each  pupil  an  oppor- 
tunity to  put  into  practice  proper  speaking  habits,  and 
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to  acquire  confidence  in  speaking  before  a  group.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  Kurn  Hattin  Girls  Glee  Club  and  to  the 
sixth  grade  group  from  Bellows  Falls  for  providing  de- 
lightful entertainment  at  two  of  our  assembly  periods.  We 
hope  to  return  the  favors  in  the  near  future. 

The  pupils  of  grades  seven  and  eight  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  fine  number  of  the  "Hilltop  News"  that 
they  produced  last  year.  The  edition  was  exchanged  with 
those  of  other  schools  and  most  of  the  criticisms  were  quite 
complimentary. 

The  School  Safety  Patrol  was  again  organized  this 
year  and  is  entirely  carried  on  by  the  pupils.  Up  until  this 
time  of  writing,  our  record  of  having  had  no  serious  acci- 
dents on  crossings  where  the  patrol  operates,  is  still  intact. 

The  Intermediate  Grades  gave  a  very  fine  performance 
when  they  presented  the  operetta  "Land  of  Dreams  Come 
True"  early  in  December.  The  Glee  Club,  made  up  of  boys 
and  girls  from  grades  seven  and  eight,  rendered  two  patri- 
otic numbers  and  a  few  Christmas  carols  between  the 
acts.  Our  second  public  presentation  will  be  early  in  April 
when  the  upper  grades  will  present  two  one-act  plays, 
"Trial  By  Fury",  and  "The  Play  That  Nearly  Wasn't." 

In  helping  out  the  "War  Effort",  the  school  had  nearly 
one  hundred  percent  enrollment  in  the  Junior  Red  Cross. 
Most  of  the  boys  and  girls  are  purchasing  War  Stamps  or 
Bonds  nearly  every  week.  We  have  also  donated  to  the 
New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Fund  and  The  March  of 
Dimes. 

Organized  play  during  recess  has  been  continued  this 
year  under  the  guidance  of  the  teachers  who  take  turns 
in  supervising  this  part  of  the  program.  Our  winter  pro- 
gram in  Physical  Education  due  to  the  fact  that  no  heated 
space  facilities  are  available  must  of  necessity  be  curtailed 
to  a  few  basketball  games  for  the  boys.  I  again  strongly 
recommend  that  something  should  be  done  to  remedy  this 
condition  so  that  a  more  intensified  program  in  Physical 
Education  may  be  given  to  our  boys  and  girls  especially 
during  the  winter  months. 
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Book  reports  and  other  reading  requirements  are  met 
by  the  procuring  of  books  from  the  state  library  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Mulcahy. 

Last  year  the  boys  baseball  team  won  the  Junior  High 
League  Championship,  going  through  the  season  without 
a  defeat,  winning  twelve  games.  The  boys  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated. 

The  basketball  team  has  again  joined  the  Inter-Town 
Junior  League  and  to  date  have  only  lost  one  game  in 
league  competition. 

I  and  the  teachers  join  in  expressing  our  appreciation 
to  the  school  board,  superintendent,  parents  and  pupils  for 
their  cooperation  in  making  our  school  year  a  pleasant  one.

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Enrollment  in  the  Senior  High  School  remains  at  ap- 
proximately the  same  total  as  the  past  few  years.  The  Ju- 
nior High  is  considerably  less  especially  in  the  number  of 
boys.  This  should  not  be  taken  as  a  definite  trend  for  the 
next  two  classes  to  come  up  from  the  elementary  school 
are  as  large  as  any  the  school  has  had.  Four  withdrawals 
have  been  transfers  to  other  schools  and  one  member  of 
the  senior  class  entered  the  service  of  his  country.  It  is 
commendable  to  our  pupil  group  that  in  these  times  of 
lucrative  inducements  to  -work  all  have  remained  in  school 
to  further  their  education. 

The  attendance  and  tardiness  record  is  good.  The  ma- 
jority of  our  pupils  are  very  regular  in  attendance.  Except 
in  three  cases  pupil  tardiness  has  been  excusable. 

The  number  of  visits  especially  by  parents  continues 
to  be  very  low.  We  wish  more  people  would  visit  the  schools 
and  familiarzie  themselves  with  the  work  being  done. 

GRADUATES 
The  Class  of  1944,  graduating  in  a  war  year,  has,  to  a 
large  degree  entered  the  various  branches  of  the  armed 
forces.  Two  members  of  the  class  entered  the  Army  Air 
Corps  shortly  after  graduation,  having  enlisted  and  been 
sworn  into  the  service  during  the  school  year  under  the 
A-5  program.  One  member  completed  the  V-5  requirements 
for  training  in  the  Naval  Air  Corps.  Two  have  enlisted  in 
the  U.  S.  Merchant  Marine.  Four  are  working  in  town;  one 
is  at  home  and  one  is  working  in  Bellows  Falls.  Two  of  the 
graduates  are  enrolled  at  Keene  Teachers  College;  one  en- 
listed in  the  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  and  one  is  an  enlistee  in 
the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps. 

SCHOLARSHIP 

In  most  classes  we  are  continuing  to  use  the  unit  plan 
of  presenting  class  work.  Under  this  method  differentiated 
assignments  are  made  to  provide  for  the  variation  of  in- 
terests and  abilities  of  our  pupils.  This  plan  seems  to  work 
out  well.  Pupils  planning  to  continue  in  post  secondary 
institutions  are  expected  to  do  the  advanced  assignments 
in  preparation  for  college  certification. 
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The  large  number  of  absences  brought  about  by  boys 
and  girls  assisting  in  agricultural  work  has  created  a 
problem  for  both  pupils  and  faculty.  A  study  group  is  main- 
tained during  the  noon  hour  for  pupils  desiring  and  need- 
ing assistance.  Ample  opportunity  is  given  pupils  to  make 
up  their  work  but  it  is  expected  that  pupils  assume  the 
responsibility  for  completing  work  missed. 

By  notifying  the  parents  of  low  scholarship  grades  at 
the  warning  periods  and  at  the  close  of  each  semester  we 
aim  to  keep  parents  as  well  as>  pupils  informed.  Unless 
engaged  in  school  activities  our  teachers  are  available  for 
conference  with  pupils  and  parents  at  the  close  of  each 
school  day.  We  wish  more  parents  would  confer  with  teach- 
ers in  order  to  make  the  home  and  school  a  more  closely  co- 
ordinated unit  working  for  pupil  improvement  and  prog- 
ress. 

The  record  made  by  our  pupils  an  the  various  tests 
and  examinations  given  by  the  armed  forces  has  been  most 
gratifying.  Last  spring  in  the  V-5  and  A-5  programs  and 
this  year  in  the  pre-Eddy  Tests  our  boys,  according  to  ad- 
vice given  to  us  by  military  examiners,  have  stood  well 
above  the  average  for  schools  in  the  nation. 

Fundamental  tests  in  spelling  and  place  geography 
have  been  given.  All  pupils  who  do  not  meet  the  standards 
are  given  opportunity  to  study  the  work  presented  after 
which  a  retest  is  given. 

The  annual  inspection  by  the  high  school  agent  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education  has  been  completed.  The  report 
was  very  favorable  in  respect  to  high  standards  of  work  be- 
ing done  and  the  general  attitude  of  the  school.  The  only 
criticism  concerned  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  class 
rooms  and  laboratories. 

ORGANIZATION 

The  value  of  the  so  called  extra  curricula  activities  has 
been  in  evidence  more  clearly  than  ever  by  the  stress  placed 
upon  them  by  the  Army  and  Navy.  These  phases  of  social 
development  should  never  be  omitted  or  allowed  to  become 
second  place  in  any  well  rounded  school  program.  In  line 
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with  this  we  have  endeavored  to  continue  a  diversified 
schedule  providing  development  and  enjoyment  for  all. 

The  majority  of  our  weekly  assemblies  have  been  stag- 
ed by  the  pupils  with  teacher  supervision.  Some  have 
demonstrated  to  the  school  examples  of  the  work  being 
done  in  the  various  classes.  Others  have  depicted  scenes 
and  activities  of  a  historical  nature  pertaining  to  the  vari- 
ous holidays. 

Moving  pictures  have  played  an  important  part  in 
many  programs.  Movies  showing  activities  of  the  armed 
forces,  war  news,  work  of  the  Red  Cross,  and  travel  and 
vocational  films  have  been  used.  Two  excellent  films  of 
New  Hampshire  were  greatly  enjoyed. 

Programs  presented  by  the  Blue  and  White  Club  have 
included,  Mr.  Arch  Whitehouse,  War  Correspondent,  who 
spoke  on  his  observations  and  experiences  in  the  European 
theatre  of  war;  a  very  vivid  picture  of  the  life  in  China 
by  Rev.  Marshall  Eck  of  Marlboro  and  a  valuable  inspira- 
tional message  by  Rev.  Ralph  Kyper.  We  greatly  appre- 
ciate the  messages  these  speakers  have  for  our  school. 

We  have  continued  to  offer  guidance  and  safety  for 
our  pupils  across  the  main  lines  of  traffic  during  the  noon 
recess  and  at  the  close  of  schools  by  continuance  of  the 
School  Safety  Patrol.  The  majority  of  those  performing 
in  this  endeavor  have  done  a  dependable  and  worthwhile 
job.  This  activity  offers  little  enjoyment  but  considerable 
sacrifice  of  time  and  comfort.  Those  who  have  done  their 
part  in  continuing  this  service  are  to  be  congratulated. 

School  socials  have  been  well  attended.  The  Blue  and 
White  Club,  our  Student  Council  organization,  has  been 
very  helpful  in  this  valuable  enterprise.  Each  class  plans  to 
have  at  least  one  social  during  the  year  which  is  free  to 
all  pupils. 

Instruction  in  ball  room  dancing  augmented  by  an 
occasional  square  dance  has  met  with  growing  enthusiasm 
by  the  high  school  pupils.  Many  pupils  have  realized  that 
with  proper  basic  steps  dancing  is  not  difficult  but  en- 
joyable recreation. 
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The  music  program  includes  the  orchestra  of  approxi- 
mately twenty-five  participants,  the  school  band  and  gen- 
eral chorus.  This  year  a  mixed  glee  club  has  been  organized 
with  excellent  results.  Plans  are  in  progress  for  presenta- 
tion of  an  operetta  later  in  the  year. 

Three  excellent  one  act  plays  were  presented  in  De- 
cember. Comment  on  the  acting  and  stage  work  was  very 
favorable. 

Basketball  has  continued  as  the  principal  athletic  ac- 
tivity during  the  winter  season.  The  girls  interclub  league 
with  twenty-eight  participants  has  provided  excellent  rec- 
reation. The  boys  squad  has  been  small  in  number  but 
shown  plenty  of  enthusiasm  and  interest.  It  is  doubtful  if 
many  boys  wiH  be  available  for  sports  until  the  present 
man  power  need  on  the  farms  is  less  critical  or  suitable 
facilities  can  be  provided  in  the  school  plant.  Baseball  was 
resumed  last  spring  and  carried  on  as  a  varsity  sport.  We 
are  very  appreciative  of  the  generous  offer  of  Mr.  Ford 
Flagg  to  coach  the  team  at  a  time  when  there  was  not  a 
member  of  the  teaching  staff  available. 

PARTICIPATION  IN  THE  WAR  EFFORT 

The  sale  of  war  stamps  and  bonds  in  the  home  rooms 
one  day  each  week  has  been  continued.  The  majority  of  our 
pupils  have  made  regular  purchases.  Many  classes  have 
been  able  to  show  a  100%  weekly  purchase.  This  not  only 
builds  for  regular  savings  but  real  interest  and  aid  in  the 
financial  requirements  of  the  war.  A  total  of  $2,428.90  has 
been  invested  by  the  pupils  of  the  Walpole  Village  and 
Number  14  schools  during  the  first  twenty  weeks  of  the 
school  year.  The  High  School  goal  for  sufficient  funds  to 
invest  in  the  purchase  of  a  field  hospital  ambulance  was 
realized  during  the  Sixth  War  Loan  Drive. 

Each  home  room  contributed  one  hundred  percent  to 
the  Junior  Red  Cross  fund.  Part  of  this  income  remains 
with  the  local  chapter  to  be  used  for  various  needs.  Last 
year  materials  were  purchased  and  approximately  sixty 
utility  bags  for  the  soldiers  were  made  by  members  of  this 
organization.  This  work  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Home 
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Economics  department.  Contributions  were  also  made  to 
the  March  of  Dimes  Campaign. 

The  Electricity  and  Aeronautics  courses  instituted  to 
aid  our  boys  and  girls  in  anticipating  of  military  needs  has 
proven  very  helpful  to  those  taking  the  examinations  for 
special  work  in  the  armed  forces.  The  same  has  been  true  of 
the  program  in  Physical  Fitness.  Many  boys  have  written 
back  to  the  school  that  this  work  aided  them  greatly  in  the 
like  program  under  army  conditions  and  training. 

With  the  need  more  urgent  than  ever  before  our  pupils 
responded  in  assisting  the  farmers  in  Walpole  and  neigh- 
boring communities  in  harvesting  farm  crops.  Fifty-seven 
boys  and  girls  worked  a  total  of  four  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  work  days  as  their  part  in  the  "Food  for  Freedom" 
program.  The  many  favorable  comments  is  ample  evidence 
of  their  sincerity  in  this  enterprise. 

Three  paper  salvage  drives  have  been  carried  out  dur- 
ing this  year.  A  total  of  nearly  nineteen  tons  of  paper  and 
rags  was  contributed  by  the  people  of  Walpole  to  make 
these  a  great  success.  The  Walpole  Post  of  the  American 
Legion  has  cooperated  in  the  last  two  drives  by  furnishing 
trucks  for  collecting.  This  assistance  was  much  appreciat- 
ed. 

AGRICULTURE 

By  coincidence  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  Agri- 
culture this  year  is  thirty-nine,  the  same  number  as  in  the 
preceding  year.  Twenty-six  of  these  are  Freshmen  and 
Sophomores.  Towns  other  than  Walpole  represented  by 
these  students  are  Westminster,  Surry  and  Westmoreland. 

In  the  spring  of  1944  the  greenhouse  was  run  to  capa- 
city and  all  plants  disposed  of  by  the  end  of  the  school  year. 

In  spite  of  the  damage  of  the  late  spring  frost  which 
cut  down  the  yield  of  the  Mcintosh  and  the  quality  of  the 
Delicious  apples,  considerable  time  was  necessary  to  har- 
vest and  grade  this  fruit  which  found  much  local  demand. 
As  in  the  past  few  years  many  of  the  boys  were  excused  to 
help  in  the  fall  harvest. 

On  September  14, 15,  and  16  the  boys  exhibited  garden 
produce  and  shop  work  in  the  F.  F.  A.  department  of  the 


Cheshire  County  Fail'  which  promotes  such  enterprises  in 
the  Monadnock  region,  offering  cash  prizes  for  the  winners. 
The  twentieth  Annual  School  Fair  sponsored  by  the 
Agricultural  and  Home  Economics  departments  was  held 
late  in  October  after  some  delay  in  scheduling  the  use  of 
the  town  hall.  In  spite  of  being  somewhat  out  of  season  by 
then,  the  fair  proved  to  be  successful  as  usual  due  to  the 
support  of  the  student  body  and  townspeople.  Among  the 
agricultural  boys'  displays  was  a  unit  in  shopwork  con- 
sisting of  electric  brooders  and  a  power  grindstone,  design- 
ed to  promote  greater  use  of  electrical  facilities  on  the  farm 
chiefly  as  a  means  of  conservation  of  both  livestock  and 
labor. 

When  we  were  advised  that  the  Interscholastic  Judg- 
ing Contest,  dropped  for  the  last  two  years  was  to  be  re- 
sumed at  New  Hampshire  University  much  interest  was 
manifest.  As  we  were  granted  the  use  of  the  large  bus  thir- 
ty-four boys  were  able  to  make  the  trip.  The  apple  judging 
team  placed  second  with  one  individual  tieing  for  third 
place  in  the  individual  scores.  On  the  basis  of  total  points 
scored  in  all  contests.  Walpole  placed  third. 

During  the  winter  months  the  boys  have  been  engaged 
in  various  shop  enterprises  designed  to  prove  of  benefit  on 
the  farm.  Other  motorized  grindstones  have  been  set  up  ex- 
hibiting an  improvement  over  our  first  attempt;  orchard 
ladders,  shop  and  farm  appliances  have  been  built  and 
the  iron  workers  have  turned  out  a  number  of  hog  and 
hay  hooks  in  an  attempt  to  meet  their  home  demand. 
Cleaning  and  servicing  farm  equipment  is  an  important 
part  of  our  work  and  it  is  hoped  that  more  of  it  will  be 
available  for  us  in  the  period  remaining. 

The  members  of  the  Hooper  Chapter  of  Future  Farm- 
ers of  America  have  made  it  a  point  to  hold  their  semi- 
monthly meetings  regularly  and  after  attending  the  state 
meeting  held  at  Raymond  last  spring  where  one  member 
was  raised  to  the  degree  of  State  Farmer,  have  made  com- 
mendable attempt  to  adopt  a  program  of  interest  to  the 
farm  boys  of  the  school. 
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HOME  ECONOMICS 

This  year  the  two  courses  offered  the  girls  taking  Home 
Economics  are  The  Family  and  Its  Members  for  the  junior 
and  senior  girls  and  Foods  and  Nutrition  for  the  freshmen 
and  sophomores. 

The  class  in  Foods  and  Nutrition  study  the  principles 
of  food  preparation  and  preservation.  Meals  are  planned, 
prepared  and  served  to  members  of  the  class  or  invited 
guests.  Food  buying  is  stressed  and  an  extensive  study  is 
made  of  food  products,  their  cost,  value  and  use. 

Members  of  the  Food  class  assumed  full  responsibility 
for  the  planning,  preparation  and  serving  of  the  hot  lunch 
program.  Serving  a  hot  dish  for  the  noon  lunch  has  many 
values.  Besides  providing  a  nutritious  supplement  to  the 
pupils'  own  lunch  it  provides  the  girls  an  opportunity  to 
prepare  and  serve  food  to  a  large  group. 

The  Family  class  has  studied  home  and  community 
relationship  and  marriage  as  it  pertains  to  the  individual 
and  group  associations.  First  aid,  home  nursing  and  child 
care  are  also  included  in  this  course. 

Both  the  Foods  and  Family  classes  did  their  part  in 
making  the  School  Fair  a  success.  Conclusive  evidence  of 
good  instruction  coupled  with  pupil  interest  and  ability 
were  manifest  in  the  excellent  quality  of  school  exhibits. 
The  cooperation  of  those  in  the  community  who  exhibited 
their  handiwork  was  greatly  appreciated. 

.    DEMOCRACY  AND  EDUCATION 

The  school  is  a  miniature  democracy,  where  pupils 
learn  to  mingle  and  cooperate  with  each  other;  where 
common  problems  are  discussed  and  solved  and  where  each 
one  is  given  the  opportunity  to  do  his  part  in  promoting 
the  welfare  of  all. 

It  has  been  definitely  proven  that  the  greatest  safe- 
guard of  any  democracy  is  an  intelligent  and  enlightened 
citizenry  who  are  prepared  to  do  their  utmost  in  the  preser- 
vation of  the  ideals  our  young  men  and  women  are  fighting 
for.  Never  was  there  a  greater  need  for  the  development  of 
these  ideals. 
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I  sincerely  hope  that  all  concerned  will  counsel  the 
youth  of  today  to  remain  in  school  and  complete  the  sec- 
ondary field  of  education. 

The  present  year,  with  its  many  added  duties,  has  been 
a  difficult  one  yet  the  problems  are  being  met  due  to  the 
splendid  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  Superintendent, 
pupils,  teachers  and  townspeople.  May  I  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  thank  all  who  have  contributed  in  making  the 
school  year  a  successful  one.

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ANOTHER  ENEMY  TO  CONQUER 

Here  is  a  home  front  fight  that  everyone  can  get  into.  Last  year  in 
this  State  558  brush  and  forest  fires  burned  over  4,648  acres  of  land,  of 
which  2,788  acres  were  valuable  timber  and  young  growth.  With  available 
manpower  the  lowest  of  any  year  since  the  war  started,  you  can  help 
to  keep  this  loss  down  by  preventing  these  fires  from  starting. 

Keep  in  mind  these  simple  rules: 

1.  Always  get  a  permit  from  your  forest  fire  warden  before 
starting  any  fires  in  the  open.  Burning  under  certain  condi- 
tions is  permitted. 

2.  Never  burn  unless  you  have  enough  help  to  control  your  fire — 
a  permit  does  not  excuse  you  of  negligence  in  case  it  gets 
away. 

3.  Always  report  any  uncontrolled  fire  promptly  to  your  forest 
fire  warden.  Minutes  lost  are  acres  lost. 

4.  Be  especially  careful  with  cigarettes,  matches  and  pipes.  Smok- 
ers caused  most  of  our  fires. 

5.  Never  leave  a  fire  unless  it  is  dead  out.  You  can't  feel  safe 
while  there  is  a  spark  left.
